U.S. Crew Overtakes Pirates 


Somali bandits hold ship’s captain hostage in a lifeboat 


NAIROBI, KENYA I In a riveting high-seas 
drama, an unarmed American crew wrest- 
ed control of its U.S. -flagged cargo ship 
from Somali pirates Wednesday and sent 
them fleeing to a lifeboat with the captain 
as hostage. 

U.S. officials said an American warship 
and a half-dozen other ships were headed 
to the scene. 

Ship operator Maersk Lines Limited 


confirmed that the crew had taken back 
the 17,000-ton Maersk Alabama and were 
unharmed, but the captain was being held 
by pirates away from the cargo ship. 

The second in command, Capt. Shane 
Murphy of Seekonk, Mass., called his wife 
at 10 a.m EDT and told her that pirates 
had taken over the ship, which was carry- 
ing food aid for Africa. 

The crisis played out hundreds of miles 


off the coast of Somalia — one of the most 
lawless nations on earth. 

President Obama was following the sit- 
uation closely, foreign policy adviser Denis 
McDonough said. 

U.S. officials said an American Navy 
destroyer, the USS Bainbridge, was head- 
ed to the scene along with at least six other 
vessels. It was not clear what the military 
crews would do when they arrived at the 
scene. Options could include negotiation 
backed by force.

Good Fat Is 
Discovered 
In Adults 

Studies suggest that 
brownish fat can be 
used to fight obesity 

H E A LT H I Fight fat with fat? A new 
theory suggests we may one day be 
able to do just that. 

Just like good and bad choles- 
terol, there apparently are good 
and bad types of body fat. Scien- 
tists until recently believed this 
good fat, which spurs the body to 
burn calories to generate body heat, 
played an important role in keep- 
ing infants warm but by adulthood 
was mostly gone or inactive. 

Now three studies — from 
researchers in Boston, Finland 
and the Netherlands — show that 
some good fat remains in adults, 
affecting metabolism and poten- 
tially offering a target to help peo- 
ple shed pounds. 

Dr. Francesco Cell, a researcher 
at the National Institute of Diabe- 
tes and Digestive and Kidney Dis- 
eases, said the studies show this fat 

— which is brownish; more pre- 
dominant bad fat is white or yellow 

— burns large amounts of energy. 
“So, it could be used as a target” for 
a pill that would somehow rev up 
the fat, he said, (ap) 


In reversal of Bush

State Department spokesman 
Robert Wood said the decision 
was conveyed to representatives of 
Britain, China, France, Germany 
and Russia at a Wednesday meet-

Dara’s license after health offi- 
cials discovered that five people 
recently diagnosed with the dis- 
ease share a doctor. 

Health inspectors visited Dara’s 
office in March and described con- 
ditions there as unsanitary. The 
inspectors said they found blood on 
the floor of a room where chemo- 
therapy was administered, blood 
in a bin where blood vials were 
stored, unsterile saline and gauze, 
and open medication vials, (ap)

Promise of prosperity 
lures bandits to seize 
vessels for ransom 

NAIROBI, KENYA | For young Soma- 
lis, piracy offers a life of adventure 
and money: At sea, they are armed 
with automatic weapons, rockets 
and grenades. On land, they are a 
cross between a town official and 
a gangster rapper — with grand 
houses, luxury cars and beauti- 
ful wives. 

Piracy is a lucrative business in 
Somalia, a country with no cen- 
tral government, no banks and 


few opportunities. 

For Somali men such as those 
who hijacked the U.S. -flagged 
cargo ship Maersk Alabama off 
the coast of Somalia Wednesday, 
banditry at sea offers power and 
potential prosperity in a land so 
bleak that life expectancy is just 
46 years and a quarter of children 
die before they reach age 5. 

Pirates are attracted by Soma- 
lia’s lawlessness and its strategic 
location. The Gulf of Aden is one 
of the world’s busiest waterways, 
with 20,000 merchant ships pass- 
ing through yearly on their way to 
and from the Suez Canal.

UAQUILA, ITALY I Bells tolled in 
hill towns across central Italy on 
Wednesday as the first funerals 
got under way for victims of the 
country’s devastating earthquake. 
The Vatican granted a dispensa- 
tion so a funeral Mass for most of 
the 272 dead could be celebrated 
on Good Eriday.

Thais Rally Against King’s Adviser 


100,000 protesters 
demand government 
offieials quit posts 

B A N G KO K I About 100,000 protest- 
ers seeking to topple Thailand’s 
government turned their wrath 


Wednesday on the 88-year-old top 
adviser to the country’s revered 
king, accusing him of undermin- 
ing democracy by orchestrating a 
pivotal 2006 coup. 

Most of the protesters massed 
near the Bangkok residence of 
privy councilor Prem Tinsulanon- 


da to demand he step down from 
his palace job for allegedly engi- 
neering the military’s ouster of 
their hero, former prime minister 
Thaksin Shinawatra. 

They also demanded that cur- 
rent Prime Minister Abhisit Vej- 
jajiva quit his post. 


Red-shirted protesters clapped 
and cheered as their leaders deliv- 
ered fiery speeches to denounce 
Prem, a former army commander 
and prime minister, and to accuse 
the country’s military, judiciary 
and other unelected officials of 
interfering in politics. 

“Stop pulling strings from 
behind the scenes for the ben- 
efit of a few people you support 
at the expense of the majority,” 
shouted Jatuporn Phromphan, 
a protest leader. “We will not tol- 
erate that!” 

Prem, who has denied any 
involvement in the coup, remained 
inside his home while police and 
soldiers stood guard in the streets 
and within the compound. 

King Bhumibol Adulyadej, 81, 
is widely revered. To issue public 
attacks on his top adviser is unprec- 
edented in recent Thai history. 

Wednesday’s protest could be 
another watershed moment in 
political turmoil that has shaken 
Thailand since demonstrations 
calling for Thaksin to step down 
for alleged corruption and abuse 
of power led to the 2006 coup.

Iran Charges U.S.

TEHRAN, IRAN I An American jour- 
nalist jailed for more than two 
months in Iran has been charged 
with spying for the U.S., a judge 
said Wednesday, dashing hopes of 
a quick release days after her par- 
ents arrived in the country seek- 
ing her freedom. 

The espionage charge is far 
more serious than earlier state- 
ments by Iranian officials that 
the woman had been arrested for 
working in the Islamic Republic 
without press credentials and her 
own assertion in a phone call to her 
father that she was arrested after 
buying a bottle of wine. 

Roxana Saberi, 31, who grew 
up in Fargo, N.D., and is a dual 


citizen of the U.S. and Iran, has 
been living in Iran for six years. 
She has reported from there for 
several news organizations, includ- 
ing National Public Radio and the 
British Broadcasting Corp. 

An investigative judge involved 
in the case told state TV that 
Saberi was passing classified 
information to U.S. intelligence 
services. 

“Under the cover of a journal- 
ist, she visited government build- 
ings, established contacts with 
some of the employees, gathered 
classified information and sent it 
to the U.S. intelligence services,” 
said the judge, who under securi- 
ty rules was identified only by his 
surname, Heidarifard. 

Saberi will stand trial next 
week, the judge said, though 
he did not specify which day.

Youth organization 
dosing centers as part 
of major restructuring 

The Boys and Girls Clubs of Great- 
er Washington, one of the region’s 
largest youth organizations, will 
close four clubs as part of a major 
restructuring that will cut its bud- 
get by more than 30 percent, offi- 
cials announced Wednesday. 

The nonprofit organization, 
which claims about 15,000 mem- 
bers, will close sites in George- 
town, Capitol Hill, Alexandria and 
Hyattsville at the end of the school 
year in an attempt to address a mul- 
timillion- dollar deficit. Another 
District club will close next year but 
move into a nearby school. 

The group, which provides after- 


school programming for poor stu- 
dents at a cost of less than $25 a 
year each, also will lay off 16 percent 
of its staff, impose 26-day furloughs 


on all employees and cut senior 
executives’ pay by 10 percent. 

Five of the 11 buildings owned 
by the Boys and Girls Clubs will 


be sold, and the number of clubs 
will drop to 17 . 

In an interview before the 
restructuring was announced. Chief 
Operating Officer Mary Jane Mor- 
row and board Chairman Kenneth 
S. Slaughter said the cuts would be 
painful. But they said the action is 
necessary to make the organization 
fiscally viable after years of finan- 
cial struggles caused by declining 
membership at some clubs and 
ambitious expansion plans that 
were compounded by the ongoing 
recession. 

The organization will cut 
its budget from $17 million to 
$11,5 million by the start of the 
next fiscal year in July and take 
steps to reduce its more than

Homeless Count Rises 15 Percent 


The number of homeless families in 
the Washington region increased 
15 percent last year, as a sputtering 
economy and the continued high 
cost of housing forced more people 
out of their homes, according to a 
report released Wednesday. 

In its ninth annual regional 
count of the area’s homeless popu- 
lation, the Metropolitan Washing- 
ton Council of Governments found 
that 5,263 people in families were 


homeless on Jan, 30, up from 4,566 
a year earlier. Individual county 
increases are not available yet, 
but officials said the high cost of 
housing and the worsening fore- 
closure crisis were beginning to 
push more people into shelters and 
transitional housing. The increase 
was the largest in several years, 
reversing an overall downward 
trend in the number of homeless 
families the report had found in 


recent years. 

“It’s really a one -two punch,” 
said David Robertson, execu- 
tive director for the council. 
“This is still an expensive area 
to live, and I think the num- 
bers reflect that. But I think the 
results are also the beginning 
wave of people losing their homes 
because of foreclosures, wheth- 
er they are renters or owners.”

‘Antebellum’ boldly 
tears apart notions 
about race and love 

S TAG E I “Antebellum,” receiving its 
world premiere at Woolly Mam- 
moth Theatre, is a gripping, even 
shocking drama. Robert O’Hara’s 
play challenges audience expecta- 
tions and received notions — about 
love, theater, America, race, etc. — 
as well as obscenity codes. 

O’Hara weaves together two 
detailed plots. One thread con- 
cerns the imprisonment of a gay 
African-American nightclub sing- 


er (the wonderful Carlton Byrd) 
held as a sex slave by a Nazi com- 
mandant (Andrew Price) during 
Hitler’s ascendancy. Snatches of 
dialogue (including an important 
“I love you”) are in German, mak- 
ing a date who can sprechen use- 
ful. The playwright winks at his 
own last name by setting the rest 
of the story around the 1939 pre- 
miere of “Gone With the Wind” 
in Atlanta. 

As “Wind”-mania and its atten- 
dant nostalgia for the supposed 
good old days sweeps the city, 
Sarah (Jenna Sokolowski), the 
“simple” wife of a prominent Jewish

industrialist (Nick Vienna as Ariel 
Roca) is called upon by a beguiling 
stranger, Edna Black Rock (Jessi- 
ca Dukes). The painful history of 
Roca and Black Rock is gradually 
revealed, and scabs on the Ameri- 
can psyche are eloquently picked at 
as the tale winds to a climax. 

The cast, company, crew (par- 
ticularly those behind the beauti- 
ful, spooky and elaborate set) and 
O’Hara realize the dramatic pro- 
vocateur’s dream with “Antebel- 
lum,” successfully marrying deeply 
intellectual and resonant art with 
liberal doses of male full-frontal 
nudity and Nazi sex experiments.

CLOUD CULT SINGER-SONGWRITER 


Multimedia Minnesotans 
Cloud Cult value science,

MUSIC I Cloud Cult singer-songwriter Craig 
Minowa leads a double life, balancing twin 
passions of science and music for years. And 
if you ask him to explain Cloud Cult’s recent 
success — including landing on multiple 
“best of’ lists last year for “Feel Good Ghosts 
(Tea-Partying Through Tornadoes)” and 
being dubbed a “breaking band” by Rolling 
Stone (they’ve been around since the mid- 
’90s) — he’ll combine his two obsessions 
in that answer, as well. 

The band creates a com- 
plex, multilayered rock 
sound that often delves 
into the realm of free- 
form experimentalism. 

“It’s sort of like organic farming, where it 
contrasts conventional farming in that we 
don’t have these explosive growths happen- 
ing, but we have this long-term, solid, stable 
base and growth, so it’s taken awhile, but 
our roots are really deep and our fan base 
is a really dedicated fan base,” Minowa said 
of his band’s heightened profile. “And with 
each album we put out, we really expand 
that, and with this album, we really hit a 
critical mass, so some of the biggest pub- 
lications started paying attention to that. 
We broke that critical threshold.” 

When listening to Cloud Cult’s music, 
it’s no surprise that “critical threshold” 
was reached. Minowa and his supporting 
cast — including cellist Sarah Young, vio- 
linist Shannon Frid, bassist Shawn Neary, 
drummer Arlen Peiffer, and visual artists 
Scott West and Connie Minowa (his wife) 
— create a complex, multilayered rock 
sound that often delves into the realm of

free-form experimentalism. Crafting an 
unconventional aural adventure isn’t easy, 
Minowa says, but the fact that his record- 
ing studio is in the basement on his farm 
makes things simpler. 

“It works out extremely well; I can do 
my day job doing environmental science, 
and in the evenings I can go down to the 
studio and work on writing songs,” Minowa 
explained.

or whatever and get inspiration.” 

Minowa and the rest of Cloud Cult will 
be performing at the Black Cat Saturday 
with opening bands Ice Palace and Mar- 
got & the Nuclear So and So’s. The band

Esurance donated money to the group after

any shows at all,” Minowa said.

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Dan Hicks’ tangled 
tones still weave a 
crazy quilt of roots, 
rock and Americana 

M U S I C I You can’t accuse the ever- 
eccentric Dan Hicks of trading in 
nostalgia with his newest album, 
“Tangled Tales.” 

When he emerged in the early 
’70s with his motley Hot Licks 
band, his music already sounded 
old-timey. Hicks’ swinging, fiddle- 
happy sound evoked an imagi- 
nary past where New Orleans jazz 
greats played along with country 
bands while the Andrews Sisters 
trilled along in the background.

Yes, it was that weird. And it 
still is. On “Tangled Tales,” Hicks 
is still the ornery musical Ameri- 
cana curator — the album features 
guest spots by mandolin virtuoso 
David Grisman and legendary 
blues harpist Charlie Musselwhite. 
Listening to him again, it’s under- 
standable why everyone from Tom 
Waits to Bette Midler to Elvis Cos- 
tello has sung his praises — and, 
occasionally, his songs. 

“I developed a taste in high 
school for jazz and Benny Good- 
man,” explains Hicks. “Then when 
I was about 20, 1 picked up the folk 
guitar and started to sing. So my 
sound evolved from combining 
my love for jazz and folk music. 
When I would pick up the guitar 
to write something, I would start 
strumming in a jazzy way.” 

After gaining a cult following 
in the ’70s, Hicks disbanded his 
group and laid low for the next 
decade. He reemerged just as the 
Americana genre was becoming 
popular. But he’s unsure of wheth- 


er that helped him. 

“We started playing a lot more, 
and we’ve been doing a steady 
stream of gigs since then,” he says. 
“But I didn’t feel anything when 
the swing thing hit with Brian 
Setzer and all those guys. I felt 
it was good that jazz music was 
getting a little more apprecia- 
tion. But as far as affecting me? 
I don’t know.” 

Hicks likes to use personal 
incidents in his songs and says 
one of his most popular ones, “I 
Scare Myself ’’(covered by Thom-

Introverts, extroverts 
and gourmets of all 
stripes have options 
at the Lorien Hotel 

WHEN THE LORIEN HOTEL and Spa 

opened its doors last month on Old 
Town’s main drag in Alexandria, 
food-watchers’ buzz concerned 
not only who was manning the 
kitchen, but also how many kitch- 
ens there would be. 

Robert Wiedmaier, the gregari- 
ous chef who conjured Continental 
magic at Marcel’s and chilled out 
K Street at Brasserie Beck, deliv- 
ered a three-part concept: There’s 
fine dining at Brabo, an upscale 
wine bar at Brabo Tasting Room 
and a farm-to-table-to-takeout at 
Butcher’s Block, a market. 

The flashes of copper in Brabo’s 
clubby bar area carry through to 
the cork-embossed menus that 
tempt with entrees such as slow- 
roasted chicken with a Gruyere 
potato cake and tarragon butter, 
crispy skate wing and steak frites. 
And, of course, there are mussels 
— this is a Wiedmaier joint. The 


chef opened up to Express about 
his new kitchens, what to pick up 
for dinner and what ingredients 
will be in vogue this spring. 


You started your career at the 
Morrison House Hotel, and now 
you’re back in Alexandria. How 
has that been? 

I’m loving Old Town — it hasn’t 
changed that much. 


How important was the opportu- 
nity to expand your business? 

I’d always wanted to open 
a place that fit between 
Marcel’s and Brasse- 
ie Beck. Brabo is not 
as formal as Marcel’s 
but not as casual as 
BB. And I’ve wanted to 
open a butcher’s shop and 
market for about 15 years, with 
food you can buy and pair with a 
great bottle of wine. 


What should I pick up tonight? 

Buy some lamb sausage and lentils 
for cassoulet, and some wine. 


What bottle would you select? 


Well, we have some great pinot 
noirs. I like the Chocolate Block 
from South Africa [$42]. 

Brabo Tasting Room feels like a 
clubhouse, while Butcher’s Block 
has the same items to go. What 
was your inspiration? 

The idea behind Butcher’s Block 
was, “OK, I’ve got a great bottle of 
wine. What am I going to make?” 
So you can pick up meat I use in 
my restaurants. So now you have 
your protein, you go, “Do I add 
some truffle butter or some herb 
butter?” We make those, too. Pick 
up great bread, some cheese and 
extras like Ghent mustard. 

What springtime ingredients are 
you looking forward to using this 
season? 

Morels. I’ll be selling them at 
Butcher’s Block, as well as Eng- 
lish peas, asparagus and ramps. 
These next two weeks are when 
I get with the chefs and we call 
our producers, the farmers, and 
say, “What have you got?” 

Speaking of ingredients, what 
does the kitchen garden at the 
White House mean to you? 

I think it’s pretty neat. The big push 
behind it is of course Alice Waters, 
who has fought for years about 
what kids eat, especially in school. 
The Obamas are listening to her.

Billy Mays rises above 
the advertising fray 
with loud noises and 
a new reality show 

MARKETING I Billy Mays sounds 
tired, which is a huge relief to 
me. I had braced myself for the 
onslaught of moon-barking enthu- 
siasm the bearded pitchman brings 
to his direct-response TV ads for 
“OxiClean,” “Kaboom,” “Mighty 
Putty,” the “Awesome Auger” and 
the “Samurai Shark” sharpener. 
The Mays in those ads seems to 
have the same problem as the de- 
hibemated Austin Powers, who can’t 
control the volume of his voice.

But it’s late in Odessa, Fla., 
where Mays has his five-bedroom 
minimansion, and he is worn to 
a frazzle. The 50-year-old Penn- 
sylvania native has been on the 
road for three weeks promoting 
his new reality show, “Pitchmen,” 
debuting April 15 on the Discov- 
ery Channel. 

After shilling dozens of prod- 
ucts on zillions of two-minute com- 
mercials, Mays — the most suc- 
cessful direct-response salesman 
in TV history — is ready to breach 
into the pop-culture imperium like 
a giant soap-selling whale.

And so I ask the question that 
is top-of-mind whenever one first 
endures a Mays come-on: “Why 
so loud?” 

“We’ve tried it the other way, 
tried backing off,” Mays says. “Peo- 
ple will say. What’s wrong with 
Billy?’ We do the most in-your-face 
approach because it works. You just 
have to look at the numbers.” 

Mays believes in the hard sell, 
the buttonholing, the arm twisting. 
It’s made him a millionaire. 

“I cut through the noise, 
through the clutter,” Mays says. 
“People want to hear the pitch.” 

“Pitchmen,” featuring Mays and 
fellow TV yell-and-seller Anthony 
Sullivan (of “Swivel Sweeper” fame), 
will follow the pair as they evaluate 
new products and make short-form 
infomercials for them. 

Among the products Mays and 
Sullivan will pitch are the “Impact 
Gel” shoe inserts and the “Tool 
Band-it” magnetized armband that 
holds tools while you work. Not 
exactly cold fusion, but clever. 

In a genre of selling that goes 
back to the jabberjawed barkers 
of the midway, trust seems like 
the most unlikely thing of all to 
peddle, and yet Mays claims to 
have earned his audience’s confi- 
dence so that they know whatever 
he pitches, he believes in, 

“Everything I sell, I use in my 
house,” he says. 

And people really believe that? 
I ask. 

“All I know is my stock has

S I M P L I F Y I One of the reasons Ras- 
cal Flatts has sold millions in the 
last decade is its deft blend of rock 
and pop in anthematic crossover 
hits, from the cover of “Life Is a 
Highway” to the heart-tugging bal- 
lad “What Hurts the Most.”

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The Book of David 



Slate editor Plotz 
brings a discerning, 
witty eye to the Bible 

READS I Slate editor David Plotz 
figured he knew the Bible. After 
all, he knew all the main stories 
— Adam and Eve, the Ten Com- 
mandments, David and Goliath, 
the parting of the Red Sea. 

But then, bored at a cousin’s bat 
mitzvah, he idly flipped through 
Genesis and was horrified to find a 
macabre story he’d never heard. 

The story described how 
Shechem raped Dinah, then later 
asked to marry her. Her family 
pretended to agree but demanded 
that the men of Shechem’s town be 
circumcised first. The men com- 
plied, and three days later Dinah’s 
brothers slaughtered them “when 
they were in pain,” and enslaved 
the women and children. 

The tale unsettled Plotz, a 
proud but not-so-religious Jew. If 
no one had ever taught him about 
that story, he wondered, what else 
hadn’t he been told? 

So, at 35, he decided to read the 
entire Bible for the first time. He 
blogged about his observations, a 
project that eventually spawned the 
highly entertaining “Good Book: 
The Bizarre, Hilarious, Disturbing, 


Marvelous, and Inspiring Things I 
Learned When I Read Every Single 
Word of the Bible.” 

“Good Book” is an intriguing 
look at the Old Testament from 
the perspective of an acknowl- 
edged nonexpert. Plotz breaks 
down the chapters in a Cliffs- 
Notes style, summarizing key 
points and opining on their sig- 
nificance. 

God often comes across as 
moody, spiteful and insecure. 
Consider the Book of Joshua. Plotz 
describes how the Israelite armies 
sweep through a number of towns 
and massacre every resident, all 


with God’s blessing. 

“Joshua is a genocidal brute, 
and God is unfathomably cruel,” 
Plotz writes. “It doesn’t matter 
that God has promised this land 
to Israel: no god can justify such 
smug, wanton murder.” 

Of course, such a literal inter- 
pretation might not sit well with 
some readers. More casual readers 
are likely to be entertained. Plotz 
writes with eloquence, wit and 
frequent humor, and he speaks to 
people who have a passing famil- 
iarity with the Bible and want a 
better understanding of what the 
fuss is all about, dinesh ramde (ap)
